REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Gilsum : 

I  herewith  submit  my  sixth  annual  report  as  superinten- 
dent of  your  school : 

This  has  been  a  year  of  improvement  for  your  school.  A 
guidance  program  has  been  improved  for  the  grammar  grades 
in  cooperation  with  the  Keene  guidance  department.  The 
eighth  grade  is  completing  the  testing  program  for  pupils 
entering  Keene  High  School.  This  consists  of  tests  in  mental 
ability,  occupational  preference  and  scholastic  achievement. 
This  year  Keene  Teachers  College  is  using  your  school  as  part 
of  its  training  program  for  future  teachers.  Arrangements  have 
also  been  made  with  the  State  Library  for  travelling  library 
boxes  to  be  deposited  in  the  upper  five  grades.  These  are 
changed  from  time  to  time  and  consist  of  selections  of  books 
for  supplementary  and  leisure  reading. 
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The  middle  grades  are  continuing  to  participate  in  the 
Keene  Sentinel-WKNE  spelling  matches.  This  year  we  have 
Mrs.  Warner  back  as  school  nurse.  She  has  already  examined 
all  the  pupils  and  tested  their  sight  and  hearing. 

Extensive  repairs  have  already  been  made  in  the  modern- 
ization program  begun  several  years  ago.  Those  items  now 
completed  in  this  program  are :  New  furnace  for  the  main  part 
of  the  building;  new  doors  both  inside  and  outside;  new  win- 
dow shades  in  all  windows ;  new  bulkhead  and  rear  platform 
and  steps ;  walkway  and  steps  to  entrance  of  building ;  street- 
light at  front  entrance ;  repainting  of  interior ;  new  founda- 
tion and  concrete  apron  around  main  building;  running  water, 
flush  toilets,  and  sewerage  system;  and  replacement  and  im- 
provement of  broken  and  cracked  window  panes.  Interior  piers 
have  been  strengthened  and  some  minor  details  attended  to. 

There  remains  some  further  brick-work  on  the  foundation, 
and  the  entire  outside  surface  needs  painting.  Also  some 
weather-proofing  needs  to  be  done.  One  more  year  should  see 
the  completion  of  this  project,  and  Gilsum  will  have  a  first- 
class  building  with  all  of  the  modern  conveniences.  Some  at- 
tention should  also  be  paid  to  the  lighting  to  bring  it  up  to 
the  standards  recommended  by  the  State  Board  of  Health. 

The  pupils  and  teachers  are  grateful  to  the  PTA  for  its 
continued  support.  The  new  visual  aids,  (16mm  projector  and 
liquid  duplicator)  are  being  used  frequently  and  adding  to  the 
educational  opportunities  of  the  boys  and  girls. 

"We  have  one  new  teacher  this  year,  Miss  Patricia  Lee,  a 
graduate  of  Keene  Teachers  College.  It  seemed  best  to  trans- 
fer Mrs.  Trueman  to  the  primary  room  this  year.  Results  tend 
to  justify  our  doing  so.  Progress  in  the  school  seems  to  be 
better  this  year.  Present  indications  are  that  our  enrollments 
are  going  to  increase  quite  appreciably  for  the  next  few  years. 
We  will  be  able  to  accommodate  a  larger  number  of  pupils, 
but  some  rearrangement  of  classes  may  be  necessary.
